All felt that 
it would be a shameful abandonment of 
our rights, an unworthy concession to 
a horde of treason-stained miscreants, to 
acknowledge in tbe least degree the justice 
or legality of the proscription of But_ 
ler. We are glad to see by our late exchanges 
that Jeff. Davis and his qnasi government have 
been constrained to abate somewhat their 
high pretensions and ceme down a notch or 
two.in this matier of the exchange of prison- 
ers.

Tbe rebel Commissioner Colonel Ould and 
Captain Hatch returned to their flag of truce 
boat on James river on Saturday, en route for 
Richmond. A perfect understanding was 
come to between Colonel Ould‘and General 
Butler, wherapy the exchange of prisoners 
will be hereafter conducted honorably and 
humanely, 

It is difficult to divine just what reasons 
have occasioned this reconsideration of their 
jate policy—this inglorious “letting down” of 
their lofty pretensions. Nor deés it matter a 
great deal. Perhaps, as we have at least two 
to one an excess of their prisoners in our 
hands, and as for their spring campaign they 
need every one of their soldiems, they came to 
the conclusion that so far as force is con- 
cerned, we-can better spare man for man than 
they. The whole Confederacy of rebeldom 
has been ransacked for soldiers by the most 
sweeping conscription the world ever saw. 
When they found themselves constrained to 
extend their conscription to all between the 
ages of 18 and 60, they must have looked with 
lunging eyes towards the thousands of prison- 
ers in our bands, who, having for several 
months enjoyed the unwonted luxury of three 
“square meals” a day, must be worth at least 
a half dozen of the ragged half starved con- 
scripts of which their own army is composed. 
So far.as the depletion of our forces from the 
loss of prisoners was concerned, it amounted 
to very little, as an hundred sturdy Northmen 
stopped forward to fill each vacant place 

-without much interfering with our people, or 
our resources in men, should emergency re- 
quire a sudden draft. 

Certain it is, that no sentiment of mercy 
toward our unfortunate country in their 
toils, actuated them, for their brufhlity abates 
not a jot, as the years roll round—witness the 
recent horrid massacre at Fort Pillow. No
